1978 and that dengue activity oc- 
curred in several of the southern 
states of Mexico during 1979.

If il gets Inflamed 
it can cause acute severe pain in the 
abdomen that often rescnU)lcs a nip- 
turcd appendix or.,other acute sur- 
gical prcblems ofthe abdomen. 

It's a very tricky dTsease, and it can 
be caused by several different thlnns. 
One of them is the excessive use of 
alcohol. Another [5 the blockage of the 
duct that drains the pancreatic Juice 
Into the intestine with a gallstone, Tlic 
_duct.Irom .lhe pancreas ond Uic bllo 
duct from the liver "empty tofjGlhcrat- 
one spot in the small Intestine.

The names arc liscd 
Interchangeably In different localities 
and countries. To most authorities, 
"narcissus" and "jonquil" Indicate 
the type with flat-fnced flowers, and 
the "daffodil" the trumpet type. 
Technically, Narcissus is the 
botanical name (Genus) of this

Falls, "I have never tried growing 
peanuts. Are they difficult to grow?" 

There's a renewed Interest In 
growing peanuts In the home garden. 



They like a soil that's well drained, 
especially a>sandy one. dvsy soils ore 
\es& suitable due to the greater dif- 
ficulty of lifting the vines si harvest. 
Peanuts need about 100 to 125 days 
from planting to maturity, so on early . 
maturing, variety should be used In 
areas with short growing seasons. 

The variety Chico will rcadi matu- 
rity In fewer days than any other, 
although any commercially grown 
variety may be used in the home 
garden. Never plant seed In a cold 
soil. Should be at least G5* F. Seed can 
be left in the shell or removed at 
planthig time. Plant seeds 2 to 3 



inches deep In light soil and Vh Inches 
deep in clay soils. Seed can be planted 
3or41nchesap4rt. 

Peanuts are a legume plant and are 
able to supply their own nllnigcn with 
the hdp of-nltrogen fixing bacteria In 
soil, However, It's still a good Idea to 
add some extra nitrogen, such as 
ammiHilum nitrate, as a sldcdresslng 
In the middle or between the rows, at 
rotG o( one pound per 3i»-(oot row. In 
fall, the vines are pulled up and 
allowed to dry.

GOLDEN. Colo. (UPl) - 
Thousands of protesters massed at 
the Rocky Flats nuclear weapons 
plant Saturday at an annual rally 
aimed at forcing conversion ot the 
facility to non-mllltary production.

from business and medicine as 
iwell as religious and environ- 
mental anti-nuclear activists who 
.wjmUto-haJt4h6-facimy'a produc-- 
llonofnudearbombcomponcnts. ' 
: Tha plant, located northwest of - ■ 
.Denver, Is owned by the Depart- 
ment of Energy and operated by 
Rockwell International. Built in 
:i952, the facility uses plutonlum In 
:lts production of nuclear bomb 
itriggers.

Scientists and several 
American Indian groups also have 
been active In the protests.

Last year's rally drew nn 
estimated 13,000 persons. On this 
year's schedule were muslclatts 
Pcler Yarrow, Dan Folgelbcrg, 
FVGd Small, Pam Poland and 
ICrlsten Lems. 

The Department of Energy has 
commissioned a $2.5 million study 
on the future of the plant.

The four signed agreements 
marked one more step In a year-old 
battle to rehabUItatc 574,000 acres of 
public rangclands in the Bennett Hills 
area, without, putting the ranchers 
using the land out ot business. 

It was almost exactly a year ago 



that a BLM draft environmental Jm-' 
pactstatement called for a 35 percent 
average Rrazing reduction fn the 
area. Ranchers denounced the study, 
saying It was Inaccurate and that It 
did not consider the impact on the 
community that would result from 
ranchers being forced out of business 
by thcRrazlngcuts. 

In November the BLM published a 
final environmental Impact state- 
ment, which again called (or- grazing 
reductions averaging 35 percent. The- 
flnal statement acknowledged that 



the grazing cutbacks v^vuld probably 
drive some ranchers out of business. 
It also discussed some alternatives 
that cfiiUd,hclp reduce the Impact on 
Individual ranchers. 

At about the same time, Idaho Sen. 
James McClure attached an 
Amendment to a bill providing funds 
to the BLM, which limited the 
bureau's authority to order grazln({ 
cuts In cases ultere a roncher fought 
the decision. As a result, the BLAl 
decided to seek agreements for graz' 
Ing cutbacks from ronchcrs rather 
than ordering them.
